W arning to motorists giving lifts 
to strangers Who Stand lions 
The 
road soliciting rides was sounded to­ 
day by the Pennsylvania motor fed­ 
eration. with which the Gettysburg 
motor club is affiliated and a state 
unit of the American automobile as­ 
sociation. 
This form of highway panhan­ 
dling has become so dangerous and 
so 
annoying that 
step* must 
be 
taken to abolish it and to that end 
the state legislature will be called on 
this year to make ride soliciting on 
the public highways a misdemeanor.'' 
S. Edward Gable, president of the 
federation, explained 
"M otorist or­ 
ganizations. Civic bodies, many firms 
operating trucks and thousands of 
individual citizens are in back of the 
move, which has the support of a 
num ber of members of the general 
assembly. 
Unlawful In 5 Staten 
’ Hitch hiking now is unlawful in 
five states and in the District of Co­ 
lumbia 
Minnesota was the first to 
pass such a law and it worked out 
so successfully 
there that 
Maine. 
New Jersey, Wisconsin, New York 
and the District of Columbia have 
enacted similar legislation, and it is 
likely that 
ride soliciting 
on the 
highways will be puf under ban by 
a num ber of other states this year. 
A survey of hitch-hiker coridi- 
[ lions in Pennsylvania has revealed, 
according to Mr Gable, that while 
m any of those who solicit rides are 
honest and upright, more and more 
the crim inally-m inded are taking 
advantage of the opportunities of­ 
fered by this practice as an effec­ 
tive m eans ot carrying out^ their 
depredations. 
"This has led the general m otor­ 
ing public to be more wary of the 
ride solicitor,” 
he said. 
"and es­ 
pecially of those whose general ap­ 
pearance 
gives rise 
to suspicion 
The crim inal has sensed this, how­ 
ever, and 
realizing th a t a 
driver : 
who will reluse to heed the solicita- j 
tions of a poorly-dressed m an often 
will stop and take into his car the 
roadside traveler of good ap p e a r-1 
ance.

adopted a genteel guise 
Break Up Practice 
"In view of the unusually large 
num ber of people traveling from 
place to place these days the rail­ 
roads are patrolling their lines with 
more care and thereby giving less 
opportunity to people to ride th* 
rods.’ 
This has driven many unde­ 
sirables to the 
highways, and 
has 
added to the dangers of giving lifts 
to the wayside traveler 
"Pending passage of a law* ban­ 
ning hitch hiking in Pennsylvania 
m otorists can do much to break up 
this practice bv flatly refusing to 
heed the signal of the ’thum b jerk­ 
er.’ 
O fter serious injury, robbery 
and at times even m urders have re­ 
sulted from what was intended to be 
a kindly act on the part of the mo­ 
torist. 
It is virtually impossible to 
distinguish between the honest and 
the crooked stranger who asks for a 
lift and the only safe is to pass 
them all by"

hand, it is known th a t small shells 
in an artificial lake created by a 
dam Ut Wisconsin changed into dis­ 
tinct and easily 
recognizable 
va­ 
rieties after sixty years.” 
The earth's face is covered by de­ 
posits the grains of which are finer 
in relation to her size than those 
of the cosm etician compared with 
the cheeks they brighten.
